directly In the path of one tributary 
of this current, received not only many 
of those who were abandoning 
the 


cities of the coast for the untried ter- 
ritory of a newer land, but also others 
uho, having tested out the Utopian 
western country and left there health, 
wealth, and dreams of success, were 
returning broken-hearted to the homes 
from which they had come. 


Hence in Lexington one encountered 


persons of every class.

AXUEL ESTRADA CABRERA, last of 
the Latin-American dictators, has fal- 
len. 
Guatemala has a new "presi- 


dent"—Carlos llerrera, who led the 
"re-volution" which ended with Ca- 
brera's downfall. 


Pull details cannot be given. Not 


much news comes out of Guatemala— 
and a good deal of what does come is 
subject to doubt. But at this writing 
it is known—or at least stated—that 
Cabrera capitulated in April to the 
re\ olut'onarj forces of Hen era, in- 
vesting hit, stronghold of La Palma, 
so-atliw Cbt of Guatemala City, the cap- 
ital. 


Capitulation of Cabrera followed intermittent 


fighting which began when Cabrera was holding 
the forts of San Jose and Matamoros with an m- 
tidKhul position at La Palma 
All attempts bj 


the Cabrera forces to nnade Guatemala Cit\ were 
beaten oT, ]nel> street iicJitm^ occurring in sev- 
eral 
subuibs 
The llerrera forces suirounded 


Fort San Jose and compelled its capitulation, 
then dio\e a weUe between Matamoros and La 
Palma and girduallj surinumlod the latter place. 


The loss of life among combatants was not 


hea\j 
considering the amount of ammunition 


used, but there were many casualties among the 
Chilians during the bombardment of the capital 
and in the street lighting. 


From San Salvador there are reports that men, 


women ard children to the number of 800 were 
killed in the recent fightms in Guatemala City. 
Numerous adherents of Cabrera who remained 
faithful to their chief were killed in their own 
houses 
Many Guatemalans who fled from the 


country are returning 


Cabrera's fate, it appears, is yet to be deter- 


mined. At the time of his surrender his personal 
safety was guaranteed, according to one report. 
Guatemala refugees in Sr.n Sahador have asked 
President llerrera that Cabrera be tried in a 
"competent court." lie said in reply that his gov- 
ernment was in favor of to ing Cabrera in the 
Guatemalan courts. 
It is further reported that 


Cabrera lias been d\en the alternative by the na- 
tional assembly ol standing tnal for his "crimes" 
or lending the country fore\er with his family. 
Pending his decision Cabrera is a prisoner. 


President Carlos llerrera is said to be the 


next richest Guatemalan after Cabrera. 
The for- 


mer dictator lias amassed an enormous fortune, it 
Is said largely bv confiscation of plantations and 
other properties in Guatemala. His principal foes 
are among the land owning class, many of whom 
he has diiven from their country in order to con- 
fiscate their holdings. Herrera has been jailed 
over and over again in order that he might be 
persuaded to give a "voluntary contribution" to- 
ward running the government. Cabrera, it is said, 
becoming bored finally nt this constant round of 
arresting llerrera, remarked that the only way of 
getting all Herrera's money away from him was 
to kill him. However, he was afraid that foreign 
nations might object to this, because of the sec- 
ond richest man's great prominence, so he reluc- 
tantly allowed him to stay alive, and that is 
where Cabrera evidontlv made a mistake. 
Ap- 


parently llerrera must have become bored bv his 
many arrests-—or else he was afraid that Cabrera 
mieht change his mind. 


Grim old Cabrera fought hard to turn the ta- 


bles on his enemies, a> he has so often done be- 
fore in his sensational career. At one time his 
forces, hemming in the capital from every side, 
had begun bombarding it; and the dictator's re- 
entry Into the city was imminent. 


And Guatemala know s only too well what such 


a re-entry means, says T. R. Ybarra in the Xew 
York Times, writing just before Cabrera's sur- 
render. 
There have been plenty of plots against

czar in the palmiest days of czarism, a Itoman 
emperor at the height of imperial Rome’s power, 
a blood-thirsty despot of the far east, might well 
envy Manuel Estrada Cabrera, firmly seated on 
his Central American throne in tills year of grace 
1920, cheerfully acting in a way that would have 
made a tyrant of antiquity blush for fear that he 
was overdoing things. 


Ills rule was absolute. 
His capacity for at­ 
tending to details, for keeping an eye on every­ 
thing that woyld insure his remaining sole arbiter 
of Guatemalan destinies, was simply marvelous. 
The members of the Guatemalan assembly, though 
it is externally a perfectly good legislative body, 
modeled on the parliaments of really democratic 
lands, are simply his creatures—or so his enemies 
say. 
Ills cabinet ministers are slaves. 
Every­ 
where Cabrera has spies. 
Nobody, native or for­ 
eign, enters or leaves Guatemala without having 
his every move reported to the despot. 
So terri­ 
ble is this system of espionage, so acute the sus­ 
picion aroused by the dictator’s methods, so well 
known Ills ruthlessness when once he has decided 
to swoop down on somebody, that his name is 
never mentioned in Guatemala except in whispers. 
Every roan suspects his neighbor. 


He has a large army, which he keeps efficient, 
since he realizes quite well that his power rests 
on bayonets. 
The private soldiers are recruited 
by force and get only a few cents a day.' The of­ 
ficers, too, are poorly paid, but they, like the ci­ 
vilian officials of Cabrera, are not, according to 
common belief, deprived of means of improving 
their stipends. 


Cabrera has escaped assassination ln miracu­ 
lous ways. 
The attempts to kill him have been 
far from bungling essays by am ateurs; they show 
a skill in planning that should place them high 
among the classics of their kind. 
As a result of 


these various attempts on his life, Cabrera, it Is 
said, wears a bullet-proof coat. 
Another story is 
to the effect that, fearing poison, lie would take 
no food except that specially prepared for him by 
his mother, which was served to him In a her­ 
metically closed steel casket which he opened him­ 
self at* table. 


There seems small room for doubt that Ca­ 
brera’s regime was ruthless and his methods ut­ 
terly despotic, but his defenders insist that, on the 
whole, his long reign has brought more good than 
evil to Guatemala. He has improved the country's 
finances, they say, carried out many important 
public works, reformed and liberalized the laws, 
fostered agriculture, introduced modern systems 
of sanitation. 
Above all, they declare, he has 
shown himself such a zealous believer in educa­ 
tion that he has installed in Guatemala a really 
up-to-date school system based on American mod­ 
els. 


During the great war the Guatemalan dicta­ 
tor, according to report, was instrumental in nip­ 
ping in the bud a German plot for causing revo­ 
lutionary outbreaks throughout the five Central 
American republics and extending them, if possi­ 
ble, to Panama and Colombia. 
The German min­ 
ister at Guatemala, Herr Lehmann, was said to be 
the master mind behind this plot, and H err Eck- 
hardt, German minister at Mexico, was also named 
as one of its instigators. 
Cabrera, it was said, 
got wind of it, warned the United States govern­ 
ment, and thus effectually blocked its progress. 


Porflrio Diaz ruled over Mexico from 1872 to 
1880 and from ISbi to 11)11. 
Francia was abso­ 
lute autocrat in Paraguay from 1814 to his death 
in 1S-10. 
His successor, Lopez I., kept himself ln 
power for 22 years and then turned tho govern­ 
ment 
over Ills 
son, 
Lopez II, 
Rosas, 
despot 
of the Argentine, ruled from 1S25 to 1842. 
Blan­ 
co, the Venezuelan dictator, ruled for 18 years, 
from 1870. 


Antonio Guzman Blanco was a little different 
from the rest of these dictators. 
He came into 
power in 1870 and his novel methods gave him 
eighteen years of ascendancy. 
Unlike Cabrera, 
Rosas, Francia, Diaz and the rest, Guzman Bianco 
was clever enough to keep the reins of power in 
his hands without sticking close to the job. 
Sev­ 
eral times he went to Paris to have a good time, 
leaving “presidents” in his place who adminis­ 
tered Venezuela in his absence without for a 
moment questioning his authority as the real boss 
of the show. 
But one of these substitutes, Dr. * 
Rojas Paul, got tired of being president In name 
only and, In 18S8, suddenly announced that he 
would no longer take orders from Guzman Blanco, 
then comfortably enjoying himself in Paris. 
The 
dictator threatened all sorts of terrible things as 
soon as he got back to his capital, but Rojas Paul 
had chosen a psychological moment. 
Guzman 
Blanco never dared to assert his authority again 
and, what is more, never dared return to his na­ 
tive land. 
Though surrounded in Paris by every 
luxury that wealth could buy, yet he died a broken­ 
hearted exile, yearning to return to Venezuela, 
eagerly questioning every Venezuelan visitor for 
the latest news from home.

Arseuicals are being generally used 


to control the cabbage worm. There 
are now few instances of the total de- 
struction of crops of cabbages as was 
formerly often the case. Ne\erthe- 
less, a conservatne estimate would 
place the present annual loss from tins 
pest to cabbage alone—not including 
cauliflower and other related crops— 
at $1,300,000, or one-tenth the ^altle 
of the entire crop. 


The cabbage \\orra is not difficult 


to contro , and it should be borne in 
mind that most other cabbage pests, 
more often present than not, %Mll be 
controlled by the same methods.

THINNING IMPROVES 
VALUABLE WOODLAND 


Lack of Proper Treatment Is 
Cause of Much Loss. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture.) 


Arsenicals are being generally used 
to control the cabbage worm. 
There 
are now few instances of the total de­ 
struction of crops of cabbages as was 
formerly often 
the case. 
Neverthe­ 
less, a conservative estimate would 
place the present annual loss from this 
pest to cabbage alone—not including 
cauliflower and other related crops— 
at $1,300,000, or one-tenth the value 
of the entire crop. 


The cabbage worm is not difficult 
to control, and it should be borne in 
mind that most other cabbage pests, 
more often present than not, will be 
controlled by the same methods. 


Poisons Preferred. 


Repeated experiments have shown 
that amumte of lead and paris green 
are preferable to other arsenicals in 
common use. If paris green is used, 
it may be applied either wet or dry, 
preferably, however, as a spray, at the 
rate of one pound to 50 gallons of wa­ 
ter. 
The plants should be free from 
insect attack when they are set out 
and should be sprayed a few days later 
to make sure that the poison reaches 
the young caterpillars before they have 
burrowed far into the heads. 
Other : 
applications should follow as inspec- i 
tion of plants show’s that they are nec- | 
ess? ary. 


These applications of arsenicals can 
be made with absolute safety even af­ 
ter the heads are formed, as the poison 
disappears from plants almost com­ 
pletely within two to three weeks af­ 
ter application, and even earlier in 
event of repeated or heavy rainfall. 


Increased Cost. 


Scarcity of paris green has increased 
the cost. Arsenate of lead has been 
rapidly superseding paris green and 
other arsenicals as an insecticide and

Lack of proper thinning and cutting 
is a common cause of woodlands be­ 
ing unprofitable, according to a recent 
bulletin entitled. “Making Woodlands 
Profitable in the Southern S ta te s ,is ­ 
sued by the United States department 
of agriculture. 
Nature usually over­ 
crowds trees in a given space, says 
this publication, and so steps should 
be taken to give them sufficient light 
and soil moisture to thrive aud become 
profitable. 


By properly controlling the number 
of trees on a tract it is possible to in­ 
crease their rate of growth and eventu­ 
ally their size. Except for the produc­ 
tion of cordwood, a few large trees on 
a given area are usually more desira­ 
ble than many small ones. If possible, 
valuable kinds 
of wood 
should bo 
grown in preference to common woods 
which bring lower prices.

CONTROL OF SOIL DISEASES 


Next to Seed Treatment Rotation U 
Best Way to Destroy Wilt and 
Rot Spores. 


With the possible exception of seec 
treatment, there is no form practice, 
which, from the plant disease point oi 
view, gives greater returns on the in­ 
vestment than crop rotation, is the 
assertion of Prof. J. G. Leach of tlu 
Colorado Agricultural college. 
There 
are a great many plant diseases sucli 
as wilts and root rots for which no 
specific remedy is lsnowu and which 
can be held in check only by the com­ 
bined practices of seed selection, seed 
treatment, and crop rotation. 
These 
diseases become worse and worse each 
year the crop is grown in the same 
soil, and each one taking their annual 
toll accounts for considerable loss to 
the farmer. 


A system of crop rotation entails al­ 
most no expense other than a little 
forethought and planning. 
The re­ 
turns in disease-free crops pay for 
this trouble many times over, not to 
speak of the added gain in soJl fer­ 
tility#

«nd seals 18,000. Entering tho elru.iar 
hall one snatches glimpses through 
open doors of greenroom life- -wrest­ 
lers getting (heir topknots greased and 
dressed in most meticulous fashion, 
and “geishas'* watching the operation 
with suppressed giggles. 
In si dr tiers 
of seats slope down to the arena in the 
middle. 
The affable editor takes me 
into a large empty box commanding a 
fine view of the arena and whimpers 
that the box of the crown prince is the 
next one to the left, Elsie F. Weil 
writes in Asia Magazine. 
A vast im­ 
personal fusing together of thousands 
of heads, a dizzy hum of countless con- 
versations tiring to unaccustomed for- 
eign ears, a curious impression of 
somberness produced by the enormous 
patches of black and mouse-gray and 
blue that predominate in any large 
Japanese group. 
The people arc di­ 
viding their time between sipping tea, 
smoking their infinitesimal pipes, out­ 
ing bowls of rice and watching the 
matches. 


P \vn in the Center is the arena, 
covered with a sloping roof like that 
of a Shinto shrine, gracefully recall­ 
ing the time when wrestling matches 
were given in the court of a temple 
to trample the ground for building find 
the proceeds of the contest went to re­ 
pair temples and shrines. 
ITp in the 
roof Is a little shrine lo Xomi no Su- 
kuno, the patron deity of wrestlers* 
to whom offerings of rice are made 
before the matches, 
Tn the first cen­ 
tury before Christ the emperor of Ja­ 
pan had an overbearing and insolent 
officer of the guard, one Kehoyn. The 
emperor ordered the strongest men of 
the realm to wrestle with the hercu­ 
lean bully. 
Nomi no Kukune chal­ 
lenged him to n bout and trampled 
him to death, and received as an im­ 
perial reward a great estate. 
As a 
posthumous honor he was deified as 
the first to reduce wrestling to an elab­ 
orate science. 
The four pillars sup­ 
porting the roof of the arena, each 
draped with a different color, white, 
blue, red and black, stand for the four 
seasons. 
The 
purple 
curtain 
with 
white wave pattern draping tlie oaves 
signifies passion calming the. elements. 
At each of the four posts sits mo­ 
tionless;, like a Buddha, one of the eld­ 
ers, or "toshiyori,** retired wrestlers 
who have attained champion rank, and 
now 
organize 
matches, 
administer 
finances, take pupils and receive a pen­ 
sion from the wrestling association.

They will decide of themselves lines 
of action and thought, anti what their 
future should and will be. 
On the 
field of battle they developed alertness 
and wisdom, and they'will return with 
both shedding from every pore.

In 
"Kentucky Cardinal" and "Aftermath" 
(1895-6), Mr, Allen first really proved 
hls-"power. 
Well known

Mistletoe." 
His 
novel 
-The Choir Invisible." written in 1S97. 
Is perhaps the most "vibrant with the 
passion of beauty and pain" of any of 
his books.

EW writers of American fiction 
are better qualified to present 
the early history of Kentucky 
than is James Lano^ Allen, himself a 
native of the Blue Grass State. 
^ He chose jis his setting ^ r 
"The 
Choir InWslble'" that picturesque pe- 
riod during Washington's administra- 
tion when the Mississippi 
was 
just 
being opened for navigation, and groat 
tides 
of 
pioneers 
were 
migrating 
through the Alleghany highway to set- 
tle the sparsely populated regions of 
the AVest and South, 


Lexington, Kentuclcy. chancing to be 
directly In the path of one tributary 
of this current, received not only many 
of those who were abandoning 
the 
cities of the const for the untried ter- 
ritory of a newer land, but al5o others 
who, having tested out the Utopian 
western country and left there health, 
wealth, and dreams of success, were 
returning broken-heiirted to the homes 
from which they had come. 


Hence In Lexington one encountered 
persons of every class. 


It was a heterogeneous 
populace, 
high of courage and strong of forti- 
tude, that amid clearing In forest and 
cane-brake laid the foundation of this 
fine old Southern city; a populace not 
to be daunted by discomfort, privation, 
or unceasing toil. 


The lieroes and heroines who thus 
sacrificed their lives on the altar of 
civilization havn, the author tells us, 
long since joinijd "the choir Invisible 
of the immortai dead," but they have 
left behind them a heritage that has 
come down to us through the centuries.

and a good deal of what does come is 
subject to doubt. But at this writing 
it is known—or at least stated—that 
Cabrera capitulated In April to the 
revolutionary forces of Herrera, in- 
vesting his stronghold of La Palma, 
southwest of Guatemala City, the cap- 
ital. 


Capitulation of Cabrera followed intermittent 
fighting which began when Cabrera was holding 
the forts of San Jose and Matamoros with an in- 
trenched position at La Palma. 
All attempts by 
tho Cai)rera forces to invade Guatemala City were 
beaten oíT. lively street Oghting occurring in sev- 
eral 
suburbs. 
Tho Hinrera forces 
surrounded 
Fort San Jose and compelled Its capitulation, 
then drove a wedge between Matamoros and La 
Palma and gradually surrounded the latter place. 
The loss of life among combatants was not 
heavy 
considering the 
amount of 
amnnmitlon 
used, but there were many casualties among the 
civilians during the bombardment of the capital 
and in the street fighting. 


From San Salvador there are reports that men. 
women and children to the number of SOO were 
killed In the recent fighting in Guatemala City. 
Numerous adherents of Cabrera who remained 
faithful to their chief were killed in their own 
houses. 
Many Guatemalans who fled from tho 
country are returning, 


Cabrera's fate, it appears. Is yet to be deter- 
mined. At the time of his surrender his personal 
safety was guaranteed, according to one report. 
Guatemala refugees in San Salvador have asked 
President Herrera that Cabrera be tried in a 
"competent court." He said in reply that his gov- 
ernment wns in favor of trying Cabrera in the 
Guatemalan courts. 
It is further reported that 
Cabrera has been given the alternative by the na- 
tional assembly of standing trial for his "crimes" 
or leaVing the country forever with his family. 
Pending his decision Cabrera is a prisoner. 


President Carlos Herrera Is said to be the 
next richest Guatemalan after Cabrera. 
TIjo for- 
mer dictator has amassed an enormous fortune, It 
Is said, largely by confiscation of plantations and 
other properties in Guatemala. His principal foes 
! are among the land-owning class, many of whom 
he has driven from their country In order to con- 
fiscate 
their holdings. 
Herrera has been jailed 
over and over again In order that he might bo 
persuaded to give a "voluntary contribution" to- 
ward running the government, 
Cabrera, It Is said, 
becoming bored finally at this constant round of 
arresting Herrera, remarked that the only way of 
getting all Herrera's money away from him wns 
to kill hlin. However, lie was afraid that foreign 
nations might object to this, because of the sec- 
ond richest man's great prominence, so he reluc- 
tantly allowed him to stay alive, and that is 
where Cabrera evidently made a mistake. 
Ap- 
parently Herrera must Imve become bored by his 
many arrests—or else he was afraid that Cabrera 
might change his mind. 


Grim old Cabrera 'fought hard to turn the ta- 
bles on his enemies, as Jjo has so often done be- 
fore in his sensational career. 
At one time his 
forces, liemming in the capital from every side, 
had begun bombarding It; and the dictator's re- 
! entry into the city was Imminent. 


And Guatenjala knows only too well what sucj) 
a re-entry means, says T. 11, Ybarra In the New 
York Times, writing just before Cabrera's sur- 
render. 
There have been jjlenty of plots against 
Cabrera before, and each time plenty of njen— 
women, too, in some cases—have been stood up 
against a wall and shot. His way, since he came 
to power in Guatemala in 38ÜS, has been soaked 
in blood; the prisons have been packed M'lth his 
political opponents; mysterious stories Jmve been 
constantly told of how infiuentlal foes of his have 
disappeared forever, leaving no trace of what be- 
fell them. 


For Cabrera takes no chances. Even his apol- 
ogists admit that liis methods are, to put Jt mild- 
Jy, drastic. 
One of them wrote Jn the course of a 
favorable estimate of the Guatemalan dictator: 


"Doubtless he has overplayed the 'Off with his 
headr game.-" Jf that Is what an admirer puts it, 
tliink of M'hat JJIS ei^^mies have to say!

He has projected himself into an era in which 
"presidents" staying in power from decade to 
decade are 
distinctly unfashionable; 
in which 
there is altogether too much interest among Lat- 
in-Americans in elections and votes and other 
strange things prevalent in North America. 


Yet, in the very midst of this era, Manuel Es- 
trada Cabrera maintained himself, snapping his 
fingers at all attempts to oust him. He holds tho 
world's record for escaping assassination. 


Only two long-distance autocrats of Latin- 
America have I'uled more than Cabrera's total of 
22 years—Porfirlo Diaz of Mexico and Dr. Fran- 
cia, tlie famous ruler of Paraguay, 
The other 
most famous dictators of Central and South Amer- 
ica, despite the long terms of oflice, have not suc- 
ceeded in equaling Cabrera's total of years as 
"president" of his native land, "elected" by the 
"votes" of his fellow countrymen. 


Manuel Estrada Cabrera was born November 
21, 1857, at the city of Quezaltenango, in the In- 
teiior of Guatemala. 
He studied law at the na- 
tional capital and was appointed govenior of tlie 
Department of Ketalhuleu and, in 1S8G, chief Jus- 
tice of his native city of Quezaltenango. 
But 
these posts were not big enough for his ambi- 
tions. He managed to get himself appointed "Se- 
gundo Designado," or second vice president, of 
the republic. 
And then, when President Barrios 
—quite a long-distance ruler himself-r-was assas- 
sinated in 1808, Cabrera saw his chance. 
As sec- 
ond vice president, he was not the man who would 
automatically succeed Barrios—there was a first 
vice president in the way. 
But that trifle didn't 
bother him. 
He is said to have walked into a 
meeting of the big men of the Banlos govern- 
ment, laid a revolver down on the table before 
them, and remarked: 


/Gentlemen, I am president of Guatemala I" 
He was right. 
And he has been president of 
Guatemala ever since. 
The term "president," as 
has been hinted, is putting It far too mildly. 
A 
czar In the palmiest days of czarism, a Roman 
emperor at the height of Imperial Rome's power, 
a blood-thirsty despot of the far east, might well 
envy Manuel Estrada Cabrera, firmly seated on 
his Central American throne in this year of grace 
1920, cheerfully acting in a way that would have 
made a tyrant of antiquity blush for fear that he 
was overdoing things. 


His rule was absolute. 
His capacity for at- 
tending to details, for keeping an eye on every- 
thing that woyld insure his remaining sole arbiter 
of Guatemalan destinies, was simply marvelous. 
The members of the Guatemalan assembly, though 
It is externally a pej-lectly good le;.'i:5lalive body, 
modeled on the parliuments of really denmcratic 
lands, are simply his creatures—or so his enemies 
say. 
His cabinet ministers are slaves. 
Every- 
where Cabrera has spies. 
Nobody, native or for- 
eign, enters or leaves Guatemala without having 
his evei'y move reported to the despot. 
So terri- 
ble is this system of espionage, so acute the sus- 
picion aroused by tlie dictator's methods, so well 
known his ruthlessness when once he 1ms decided 
to swoop down on somebody, that his name Is 
never mentioned in Guatemala except in whispers, 
Every man suspects his neighbor. 


He has a large army, wliich he keeps eflicient, 
since lie realizes quite well tliat his power rests 
on bayonets. 
The private soldiers are recruited 
by force and get only a few cents a day.' The of- 
ficers, too, are poorly paid, but they, Jike the ci- 
vilian ofiicials of Cabrera, are not, according to 
common belief, deprived of means of Improving 
their stipends. 


Cabrera has escaped assassination in miracu- 
lous ways. 
The attempts to kill him have been 
far from bungling essays by amateurs i they show 


these various attempts on his life, Cabrera, it is 
said, wears a bullet-proof coat. 
Another story is 
to the effect that, fearing poison, he would take 
no food except that specially prepared for him by 
his mother, which was ser\'ed to him in a her- 
metically closed steel casket which he opened him- 
self ar table. 


There seems small room for doubt that Ca- 
brera's regime was ruthless and his methods ut- 
terly despotic, but his defenders Insist that, on the 
whole, his long reign has brought more good than 
evil to Guatemala. He has improved the country's 
finances, 
they say, carried out many Important 
public works, reformed and liberalized the laws, 
fostered agiiculture, introduced modem systems 
of sanitation. 
Above all, they declare, he has 
shown himself such a zealous believer in educa- 
tion that he has installed in Guatemala a really 
up-to-date school system based on American mod- 
els. 


During the great war the Guatemalan dicta- 
tor, according to report, was Instrumental in nip- 
ping in the bud a German plot for causing revo- 
lutionary outbreaks throughout the five Central 
American republics and extending them, if possi- 
ble, to Panama and Colombia. 
The German min- 
ister at Guatemala, Herr Lehmann, was said to be 
the master mind behind this plot, and Herr Eck- 
hardt, German minister at Mexico, was also named 
as one of its instigators. 
Cabrera, It was said, 
got wind of it, warned the United States govern- 
ment, and thus effectually blocked Its progress. 


Porfirlo Diaz ruled over Mexico from 1S72 to 
1880 and from 
to li)ll, 
Francia was abso- 
lute autocrat in Paraguay from 1S14 to his death 
In 1S40, His successor, Lopez 
kept himself in 
power for 22 years and then turned tho govem- 
ment 
over 
his 
son, Lopez H, Rosas, 
despot 
of the Argentine, ruled from 3825 to 1842. 
Blan- 
co, the Venezuelan dictator, ruled for 18 years, 
from 1870, 


Antonio Guzman Blanco was a little different 
from the rest of these dictators. 
He came into 
power in 1670 and his novel methods gave him 
eighteen years of ascendancy. 
Unlike Cabrera, 
Rosas, Francia, Diaz and the rest, Guzman Blanco 
was clever enough to keep the reins of power in 
his hands without sticking close to the job. 
Sev- 
eral times he went to Paris to Jiave a good time, 
leaving "presidents" in his place who admlnis- 
tex'ed Venezuela in his abseiice without for a 
moment questioning his authority as the real boss 
of the show. 
But one of these substitutes, Dr. • 
Rojas Paul, got tired of being president in name 
only and, in 18S8, suddenly announced that he 
would no longer take orders from Guzman Blanco, 
tlien comfortably enjoying himself in Paris, 
The 
dictator threatened all sorts of terrible things as 
soon as he got back to his capital, but Rojas Paul 
had chosen a psychological moment. 
Guzman 
Blanco never dared to assert his authority again 
and, what is more, never dared return to his na- 
tive land. 
Though surrounded Jn Paris by every 
luxury that wealth could buy, yet he died a broken- 
hearted exile, yeariiing to return to Venezuela. 
ei\Qiir]y questioning every Venezuelan visitoi' for

Arsenicals are being generally usjod 
to control the cabbage worm. 
There 
are now few instances of the total de- 
struction of crops of cabbages as was 
formerly 
often 
the 
case. 
Neverthe- 
less, a 
conservative estimate 
would 
place the present annual loss from this 
pest to cabbage alone—not 
includlug 
cauliflower and other related 
crops— 
at $1,300,0(K). or one-tenth the value 
of tlie entire crop. 


The cabbage worm is not difiicult 
to control, and it should be borne in 
mind that most other cabbage pests, 
more often present than not, will be 
controlled by the same methods. 


Poisons Preferred. 


Repeated 
experiniynts have 
shown 
that ar.-x?nate of lead and paris icreen 
are preferable to other arsenicals in 
common use. 
If paris green is used, 
it may be applied dther wet or dry, 
preferably, however, as a spray, at the 
rate of one pound to 50 gallons of wa- 
ter. 
The plants should be free from 
insect attack when they are set out 
and should be sjprayed a few days later 
to make sure that the poison reaches 
the young caterpillars before they have 
burrowed far into the heads. 
Other 
applications should follow as inspec- 
tion of plants shows that they are nec- 
essary. 


These applications of arsenicals can 
be made with absolute safety e^'en af- 
ter the heads are formed, as tlie poison 
disappears from plants almost 
com- 
pletely within two to three weeks af- 
ter application, and even earlier in 
event of repeated or heavy rainfall. 


Increased Cost. 
Scarcity of paris green has increased 
the cost. 
Arsenate of lead has been 
rapidly superseding paris green 
and 
oUier arsenicals as an insecticide and 


Lack of proper thinning and cutting 
is a common cause of woodlands be- 
ing unprofltablo, according to a recent 
bulletin entitled. "Making Woodlands 
Profitable in the Southern States," is- 
sued by the United States department i 
of agriculture. 
Nature usually over- 1 
crowds trees in a given space, says 
this publication, and so steps should 
be taken to give them sufllcient light 
and soli moisture to thrive and become 
profitable. 


By properly controlling the number 


of trees on a tract it is possible to in- 
crease their rate of growth and evenlu- 
ally their size. 
Except for the produc- 
tion of cordwood, a few largo trees on 
a given area are usually more desira- 
ble than many small ones. If possible, 
valuable kinds 
of wood 
should 
bo 
grown in preference to common woods 
which bring lower prices.
